losis or other disease rendering the

removed, lolled or cured. 


Pasteurize Other Milk. 


Pasteurization ot all milk sold in 
Janesville not produced by certified 
herds is provided for in Section 4 of 
the proposed ordinance which -states 
it must be heated for 25 minutes at 
145 degrees Fahrenheit, or for three 
minutes at ICO degrees and Immedi- 
ately cooled 1.0-50 degrees.. 
The ordinance also provides that 


no person shall offer for sale,'dis- 
pose of,-or sell skimmed milk 
in 


Janesville, unless it be made known 
at the time that it is skimmed milk 
and in containers wiiich indicate the 
same. 
No person may, junder the 


ordinance, sell, deliver, of offer for 
sale% or dispose of any unsanitary 
milk or cream or any adulterated 
milk-or cream whether tlie-milk be 
from a certified herd or has been 
pasteurized. 
The ordinance defines 


unsanitary milk as that which is 
produced or. left in an unsanitary 
place or under conditions not abso- 
lutely sanitary . Adulterated milk is 
denned as milk which' contains less 
than three per cent of milk fat or 
milk containing less than .eight and 
one-half per cent of milk solids, not 
fat;1 or milk drawn from cows with- 
in eight days ot parturition or four 
days after, or milk from which any 
part ot the cream-has been removed, 
or milk which has been diluted with 
water or any..other fluid, or milk in- 
to which has been introduced any 
color or . chemical matter or pre- 
servative or 
deleterious or milk 


from unhealthy cattle, or improper- 
ly fed or kept in an unsanitary con- 
dition. Persons Must Be Clean. 
The ordinance prohibits the sale 


by any persons in Janesville ot mill;

From earliest boyhood a hero wor- 
shipper, inclined always to let my im- 
aslnatlou play about the persons and 
doing's of men of accomplishment and 
power, Lincoln interested me intensely 
from tho vory moment 'of his first ap- 
pearance upon tho ata.se of nntiona 
affairs. "With the Lincoln-Douglas do- 
. bates in Illinois-we were mode famil- 
iar through the reports in the public 
.-press, and; though the loplcal force of 
. Lincoln's arguments was most impres- 


sive, we were hardly prepared to rec 
ognizo in him a possible future presi- 
dent of. tho'United States.

Tlio majority were 
unknown, of course, and a good many 
of the so.ldiers were yet buried on the, 
field where they had fallen. 


Jt was about 11 o'clock when the

I. observed Mr. Lin- 
coln closely.. Ho listened attentively 
to Mr. Everett's speech, but it ap-

icy of simplicity llrst at inauguration time,- is that 
of having his profile struck on a sold medallion 
ua ait inaugural souvenir tor himself. . 


Ever since the time of. William,Henry Harri-. 


son this has been one of the customs of tho occa- 
sion. A gold medal jvlth the likeness ot the new 
executive Is presented to him, -another goes to the 
Vice President and a third to the chairman of 
the 'general inaugural committee. 
Silver dupli- 


cates go to chairman of the' inaugural sub-com- 
mittees, bronze medals to Iho- committee mem- 
bers, and a few extra bronze copies'are made lor 
museums ar.d collectors. These medals (ire among 
the permanent, souvenirs of the administration, 
und as such they are always highly prized: 


This year, the committee on medals' planned 


to eclipse all past performances in artistic finish. 
Eleven designs were submitted, and one had been 
selected. It bdre , the profiles of Harding and 
Coolidge, with Harding in front. Inscribed around 
the heads were phrases selected as typifying the 
policies 'of the two—"America First" for Hard- 
ing, and "Law and Order" for Coollda-e. The-re- 
verse side of the medal was to carry Columbia 
seated, looking toward the national Capitol, her 
Icft.hancWIaning on the national coat of arms( 
and her right holding the fasces,, symbolic/of the 
unity of the republic. 


The inaugural- medal is financed by private 


subscription in Washington, so that 500 copies, 
Costing about $2,000 do not represent any ex- 
pense to the Federal Treasury.. Even so, the 
medal will probably not be produced this year, 
as-, the committees are -now. dissolved and the 
money raised for .the medal is to be returned. 


There will, however, be a bronze inaugural 


medal which any one can buy, because, the U. S. 
mint always celebrates this way: 
Few people 


know that tho Philadelphia mint runs a sort of 
art shop, where the public can buy pictures in 
bronze,of all of our Presidents and some naval 
heroes and other great men.

about $1,000. All three were made during Wash- 
ington's second Presidency, but-his portrait was 
not used on them. 
Instead, the.dates arid ad- 


ministration were marked on. the back between 
a, design of crossed oak and laurel leaves.

The other side bears the pictures by Which 


the Indians were to proit Spring, Is represented' 
by a farmer sowing'grain, and another ma'n plow- 
ing, with a farm .house at one side. Summer has 
a shepherd watching his flock, with mountains 
In the background and the house still in the dis- 
tance. Autumn was skipped, and in the winter 
medal the scene shifts to'the interior of the house, 
revealing d woman weaving at a loom, another 
spinning, and a child rocking1 a- baby's-, cradle.

It is not plain r.ow just exactly what the early 


republic expected to teach the Indians by these 
idyllic scenes. 
The Indians knew how to plant 


and raise corn, few of them had sheep to tend, 
they certainly were past masters .at the art of 
weaving, and their record .for taking care of their 
children seems to be a? good as any. The Idea 
was. possibly, to prove to. the original land own- 
urs that the country was not going'to. the dogs in 
the'white man's hands, andl.that the.^ew^.republlc 
was a stable and home-respecting"- proposition. 
•Maybe, in addition to this, -the/.red men were ex- 
pected, to fold-their tents, and', take to Colonial 
mansions and. four poster beds. It is'r.ot clear. . 


.These prizes-were handed out to the good' In'-, 


diarr.Chiefs, and 'they must have been somewhat 
satisfactory for medal, making for • various' pur- 
poses continuedT'- There were over a hundred dif- 
ferent medals of Washington, commemorating hie 
virtues and fame. It was always the peace-loving, 
side of Washington that was stressed in these 
bronze memorials.

medals says there was not one lauding, his vic- 
tories. A-fcw ot the dies, of the Washingtori.med- 
als are still" in possession of the mint. The others, 
can- no longer be struck, and the few cojiios ot i 
them in existence are much prized by collectors.'

•i-hston cents" were minted in 1791 and 1762, fol- 
lowing the European usage by which the sover- 
eign's head .adorns the coinage of the country. 
Some .o£ these coins were, it Is believed, minted 
in England.

Indignant over the suggestion that such coins be- 
come standard. 
He insisted on x tho destruction 


of dies for pieces bearing hts head,.and advocated 
In their place designs with a head of Liberty. I

Believing that we can 
thereby force prices down and buy cheaper? Just think what the lower wages or shutdowns thus result- 
ing will do for us. Nothing that lower prices will do will half compensate for such a situation as will be 
created. Most lines oistaple merchandise are now at a price which will not enable the manufacturer to 
keep on operating and pay the present rate of wages, 


If every consumer would stand right up in his boots and play the game of
